-Ecuador. The announcement was ac- 
companied by specimens of little fish- 
es discovered for the prevention of 
the disease, with a request that they 
be classified and that information be 
given from data collected in various 
Indiana 
University 
expeditions 
to 


South America as to 
wh*re these 


fishes are to be found. 
The fishes 


have been identified and detailed in- 
formation has been forwarded which 
will enable other 
South 
American 


countries to locate the fishes and use 
them in dealing death to the yellow 
fever mosquito. 
, 


Yellow fever is carried from one 


person to another by a mosquito which i 
lives in the barrels in which the na- i 
lives of South America keep their i 
drinking water. Bach family'has kept 
its own supply of yellow fever car-j 
riers, so to speak, and many times' 
ports of the west coast have been i 
closed against ships on account of, 
outbreaks of yellow fever. Recently 
the Sanitary Commission of Ecuador 
began experiments with various-fish- 
es which would eat the mosquitos in 
the barrels. 
Some 
fishes ate the. 


"wigglera" which develop into mos- 
quitos. and it was found that two 
fishes, called "Chalacos" and "huai- 
jas" by the natives, did the work ef- 
fectively.

Chalacos Plentiful 


The "chalacos" is found 
every- 


where along the tropical part of the 
Pacific coast and will be available for 
mosquito control along with the en- 
tire danger zone from Peru to Califor- 
nia. 
Others of the same species is 


found in similar situations over the 
entire danger zone in the West Indies 
and hot Atlantic coast. £ 
The second species, called "hualjas"' 


would be even better able to control 
the situation than the "chalacos" if it

This Is Amount Carnegie Foun- 


dation For Advancement of 


Teaching Has Distributed 


New York, Feb. 14.—During the 16 
years of its existencee, the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching has distributed $8,920,661 in 
retiring allowances and pensions to 
999 persons, according to the annual 
report tot the foundation made public 
today. 


Of this sum, $705,000 has been paid 
to former teachers of Harvard, $609,- 
000 to former teachers of Yale; $525,- 
000 to former teachers of Columbia; 
$407,000 to former teachers of Cornell 
and the remainder has been distribut- 
ed among 85 institutions. 


Among 
the 
retiring 
allowances 


granted during the year were those of 
Presidents Dabney of the University 
of Cincinnati, Stanley Hall of Clark 
University, and Hadle-y of Yale, Dean 
Victor Vaughan of the University ot_ 
Michigan ?nd Professor Paul Henry 
Hanus of Harvard. 


The report states that the total re- 


sources of the Carnegie Foundation 
now amounts to $25,513,000 of whictt 
$15,1-92,000 belongs to the permanent 
general endowment; $8,206,wO'< to a 
reserve fund to be spent in 'the re- 
tirement, during the next 60 years, 
of teachers now in associated institu- 
tions; $1,250,000 to the endowment of 
the Division of Education Enquiry 
end $570,000 as a reserve fund to be 
spe-nt ra aiding' colleges and univer- 
sities to adopt the new plan of con- 
tractural annuities.

TAXLESSENED 


Governor Speaks at Farmers' 


Institute at Steele 


Steele, N. D., Feb. 14—At a farm- 


ers' institute meeting here last night 
Governor R. A. Nestos pledged the 
support of the administration for a 
lower taxation on farms and farm 
property. He declared that the tend- 
ency during the last five years had 
been to ease up on railroads and oth- 


er corporations in equalizing the taxes 
while the farmers are paying a larger 
proportion of the tax burden than 
they did five years ago and more than 
their just and equitable share. 


"There must be a, change in the pro- 


portionment of taxes," said the gov- 
ernor, "and the only just change is a 
reduction in the taxes on 'farm lands. 
The farmer's taxes on his real prop- 
erty have increased more than twen- 
ty five per cent in the last five years 
while the proportion of the tax burden 
borne by the railroads have decreased 
in nearly the same ratio. 


"The administration and the legis- 


lature must combine their energies 
and efforts towards securing a more 
fair and just proportion of the tax 
burden. I think I can promise on the 
part of the administration that noth- 
ing will be left undone to arrive at a 
more equitable arrangement."

This woman is Mrs. Carrie Jacobs- 


Bond, best known as the author-com- 
poser of "A Perfect Day.'' 


When you meet the Mrs. Bond of 


today, prosperous, exquisitely gowned, 
gracious, cultured, it is difficult to 
picture her as battling poverty 20 
years ago. 


"When I was only four," Mrs. Bond 


said, "I could pick out on the piano 
any melody I heard. But in the little 
Wisconsin town where I spent my 
girlhood, no special attention1 was 
given to this gift 


"When in my earlys twenties I mar- 


ried Dr. Frank Bond. We lived at 
Iron River, Mich. Most of my hus- 
band's patients uere among the poor 
miners. For two years, following the 
panic of 189,", my husband virtually 
doctored the poor gratis^ 


"Then, in 1895, Dr Bond died. I 


went to Chicago to fight my own fight 
for existence. I knew something of. 
china painting, and it was by paint- 
ing china I managed to earn enough 
to buy food and clothes. Then I began 
to try out some of the verses and 
tunes that came to me as I worked. 


"I painted my own tltlejages_and 


crfferecTTEeserfffst songs to the pub- 
lishers. 
They were accented; but 


they brought me mighty little in the 
way of royalties." 


An opportunity came for Mrs. Bond 


to sing at the executive mansion in 
Springfield. She* needed the publicity 
and 
prestige 
such 
an appearance 


would give her.. But she had no gown 
fit for the occasion. 


"An old lace curtain was sacrificed 


and the gown was made," she says. 


About this time she decided the roy- 


alties she was getting weren't enough. 
So she determined to be her own pub- 
lisher. . 


The first publishing plant was in- 


stalled in a hall bedroom in her Chi- 
cago boarding house. 
The supplies 
were kept in a closet. 


To advertise her songs, she accept- 


ed "concert" engagements at $10 per 
concert. 


The tide turned for the better, how- 


ever, in 1910, with the publication of 
"A Perfect 
Day." 
Since that time 


more than 5,000,000 copies of this one 
song have been sold. 


"There have been many incorrect 


stories of how and where 'A Perfect 
Day' was written," says Mrs. Bond. 
"The word? were written for a dinner 
card. Later I.hummed the words one 
evening and a friend exclaimed: 'Oh, 
you've got another song!' 


"'Maybe you're right," I said. 
"The success of the song proved she 
was." 


At the White House the other night, 


•when Mrs. Bond—stopping on her 
way to Europe—was a guest, "A Per- 
fect Day" was the closing number 
of the musical program. 
It is Presi- 


dent and Mrs. Harding's favorite mel- 
ody. The president, in autographing 
a photograph for his guest wrote: 


"With the gratitude of one who ever 


delights in an undying composition." 


Mrs. 
Bond's publishing house has 


grown from the hall bedroom in Chi- 
cago to a completely equipped music 
publishing plant at Hollywood, Cal. 
And Mrs. Bond no longer has to won- 
der where the next heal is coming 
from or how the gown for a concert 
is to be improvised. 


"I think the present trend in mu- 


sic," says Mrs. Bond, "is decidedly 
away from the riff-raff and toward 
more melodious music of the really 
human sort. 


"Many music houses have failed re- 
cently. 
There has, however, been a 


steadily growing 
demand 
for the 


songs we publish at my plant out in 
Hollywood. 


"I do not know that the publish- 
ing of 'jazz music' or a slump in the 
demand for that sort of compositions 
had anything to do with the failures 
-but I. do notice a growing demand tor 
the melodies that carry a real human 
note.

Many of these trees were found on 


the island of Mindanao and Dr. Cole 
believes he has discovered enough to 
yield ten tons of seeds annually. He 
has an'anged^to^have_.the_nuts_gath^ 
ered for shipment to Manila where 
the-oil will be extracted at the bureau 
of science. 


"Chemically 
the chaulmoogra oil 


made from the Philippine seeds is as 
pure as the oil from India," said Dr. 
Cole. 


"It takes one ton of seed to care 


for 1,000 lepers for a year. We have 
a supply large enough to care for 
10,000 lepers and we may be able to 
find a larger supply. In that case we 
will probably send some of the oil to 
India, China and other Far East coun- 
tries which have leprosy."

STRIKES SEEN 


IN ENGLAND 


London, Feb. 15—'Railway officials 


of Great Britain hope that at last 
they have found a means of prevent- 
ing strikes. Elaborate machinery has 
just been devised with that end in 
view. 


This includes a series of joint com- 


mittees and councils leadmg up to 


central railway councils for each rail- 
road. 


It will work in this way: 
When a 


dispute arises in one locality it will 
be referred to a loca leommittee. If 
the committee fail to agree, the ques- 
tion then may be referred bv either 
•be referred to a local committee. It 
this in turn fail, the dispute goes be- 
fore the council for the who,le rail- 
road. 


Failure of this council to end the 


dispute will, send it automatically to 
the central wages board. 


The scheme was adopted afterslong 
negotiations between managers of 
the railways and representatives of 
the three unions of railway men. 


Leaders of the unions sav this ma-
